County Commlaaionera held at the 
Court Houae Wedneaday morning petl- 
tlona bearing names of hundreds of vot- 
era and taxpayers In the county asking 
that a apecial election be called on the 
extra twenty cent road tax as providini 
by a recent act of the legislature, were 
presented. After considerluK the mat- 
ter thoroughly the commissioners de- 
cided that they would call such an 
election and give the people of the 
county an opportunity of expressing 
tbemaelvea. 

The official order calling such elec- 
tion follows: 

Ordered that a special election be 
held In Mason county on Saturday 
June 14, 1919, at which the question 
shall be submitted to the voters of 
voting a tax of 20 cents on the hun- 
dred dollars on all property Bubject 
by law to local taxation, under Section 
157a of the Conatitution, for the Im- 
provement or conatructlon of the pub- 
lic roada and bridges of the County, 
said tax to be imposed for a period of 
three years. It la further ordered in 
the event that said taxi la voted, that 
no amount of money In excess of the 
amount that can be raised by the levy 
in any one year shall be expended in 
that year. 

The question to be lubmltted to the 
people ahall be aa follows: "Are you 
for a property tax of 20 cents on each 
one hundred dollars worth of property 
In the County, to be levied each year 
tor three years, for the purpose of im- 
proving or constructing, either or 
both, the roads and bridges of the 
County?" 

The Sheriff of Mason County Is di- 
rected to advertise the time and pur- 
pose of said election and the amount 
of tax to be levied each year In the 
paper published In the County having 
the largest circulation for thirty day.^ 
before the election. The voting booths 
in the various precincts of the County 
shall be open from 6 a. m. to 4 p. m. on 
-aid day, 

I pon a call of the roll all of the 
Commissioners voted yea.

"It la only by very large Increaaes 

In pay of teachers that wc may liope 
to improve our schools appri'iiahly. 
Small increases of 5, Id or I'd per cent, 
will not avail, for they will not be 
Buffloient to hold in the schools men 
and women ot superior ability. 

"Teaohera are now paid leas for 
tbeir work than any other class of 
workers, and the increase In their pay 
in the last few years has in nowise 
been In keeping with the increase in 
pay of other workers, or with the in- 
crease in the cost ot living. While the 
ooet of living has increased approxi- 
mate^ 80 per cent— food, 86 per cent; 
clothing, 108 per. cent; drugs, 103 per 
cent; fuel, 88 per cent; and house 



fnniihing goods, 76 per csnt^bs sal- 
arise of teachers have increased only 
•betit It per cent. The pnrobaaing 
power of thOMlanr U tb* teacher in 
onr public mImoIi la tbtrttore, caly 
about 88 pef cent, of what K was totr 
years ago * 

"Many of the better teachers are 
leaving the schools and their places 
are taken by men and women of less 
native ability, lAss education and cul- 
ture, ud last-tnlning and ex{erlence. 
Muy of the places are not fliled at all. 
As an Inevitable result the character 
of the schools is being lowered Just 
at a time when It ought to be raised 
to a much higher standard. 

"Students now entering the normal 
schools to prepare (or teaching are 
not of as good quality as they were 
formerly, whlrh means that the stan- 
dards of llio schools must continue to 
fall. In some normal schools the en- 
rollment is far loss than in former 
years. 

"The only remedy Is larger pay tor 
teaohera. If school boards, legisla- 
tors, and county and city councils 
would immediately announce the pol- 
icy of douhllnfi the average salary of 
teachers within the next five years 
and of adding not less than 5(1 per 
cent, more within the 10 years fol- 
lowing the expiration of this period, 
so that at the end ot 16 years the av- 
erage salary ot public school-teach- 
ers would he not less than $1,600— 
about one and a half times larger than 
lliey receive at present — and then take 
steps for carrying out this policy, 
much good would be accomplished 
thereby at once. 

"Such a policy and such a prospect 
would attract to the schools more men 
and women of superior ability and 
would hold them, working oontented- 



ly and, therefore, profitably for the 
children and the public welfsr*. Bucli 
Increase In salary should carry with 
It an tnorsase of not less than iifi per 
cent In the average laagtb of the 
Mbool term, whWh M hotr than 

160 dU. 

"To those who are not acquainted 

with past condilions and who have 
given the matter no Inlelligont 
thought, the increase recommended 
may ssem large, but In fact It Is not. 
It would In most States mean a range 
of aalariea from 11,000 to 18,000. No 
person who Is (It to take the time and 
money and opportunity of the chlldri'ii 
of this ^I■elll democratic Republic for 
the imrpose of lilting tlK^m for life, for 
making a living, and for virtuous cit- 
Isenshlp should be asksd to'work for 
lesf than 81,000 a year in any com- 
munity or In any State. No one who 
is unworthy of this minlnuni sahiry 
is fitted to do this work and no such 

person slioiild lie pcrinllted to waste 
the time and money of the children 
and to fritter away their opportunity 
for education. 

"It is hot for the sake of the teach- 
ers that this policy Is advocated. 
Schools are not maintained for the 
lienefit of the teachers. If men and 
women of ability are not willing to 
teach for the pay offered them they 
can quit and do something else for a 
living, as hundreda of thousands of 
the best do. It Is for the sake of the 
schools, the children and the prosper- 
ity ot the people and the strength and 
safety of the Nation that the policy 
Is advocated."
